The ^lOHt ollia; aiul tin,' custom 
house of Victoria have, by dint of 
much agitation, at Inst attincted tin- 
attention of the DoMiinioii Ooverri- 
luent, and it has been virtually siok- 
iiowlcdgi'd that lioth rciinircd a<li!ui()ii8 
to their stall of otliL-ials, owiii;^' to the 
iijcreaso in the husiiu^ss of the pro 
vinco. Somotliing has already l>''<'ii 
done in regard to the post oHicc aiul an 
increase in the stafl of thi' custom 
house has also hceii dccicliHl upon. 
There is, liowi-vcr, another institution 
of cciual imjiortaiu'c with citiirr of 
those mentioned — the Dominion sav- 
ings bank — which is causins; gi'cal m 
couvpnionce to the piililie from its re- 
stricted staff, tlie same in puiut of num- 
bers as that eninloyed years ago, not- 
wilhslandiag the large incrciise in its 
busillCSb. The present assistant I'e- 
ceivor-geaeral has a clerical force of 
two gentlemen, one of whom can only 
ho sjiared to act as cashier. The con 
sequence is a depositor (unless Ik; lie 
singularly lucky) however j^reat his 
hurry, must wait or leave v. itlioiit 
transacting his business; anil on Imsy 
days lie will have to wait a pret ty long 
time, ft is no wonder, therefore, that 
there are many and bitter complaints 
niadp as to the loss of time and ii iuls 
of patience -which have to b(; under- 
gone in doing l)Uiiiness with the baldc. 
But there is aiiollicr ev il : forobviLUs 
reasons one of the (irst es.sentials in the 
conduct of a savings bunk is privacy, 
and the chances of this an; inatt-rially 
lefisoued, where a number of depositors 
accumulate in the oHice before their 
business can be disjiosed of. in fur- 
therance of this object, in some of the 
English savings banks, the i^deiiositor 
enters a smull box outside the counter, 
where he can tran.sact his business 
without being subject to the surveil- 
lance of others who may bo waiting on 
the same errand. This may appear a 
Tninorniatter, but it is not without its 
imijortanee; ami the lirst step in this 
direction is to enlai;/e the stall of the 
bunk, so as not to keep a iiuinlier of 
people yawning at each other, anddnv 
ing tliem by sheer necessity to spi eu 
late oil each other's business to kill 
time. 

TRIAL BY JURY. 

"Nut Guilty'' was the verdict a British 
jury on thie hiat day of the lute lusaizuH. 
They had sworn to well and truly try ii 
priaoiior on a charge of manslaughter, tu 
hoar ill the evidence given in cuiirl lie- 
fure thuin, and on that evidence, and th:it 
alone, impartially and with nnbia.i.'icil 
uiindu,to deliver their tiniling. The chai ye 
ugainsc the priaunur included three coun'» : 
firstly, manslaughter; secondly, assault 
with intent to do grcvious bodily hiinn; 
and thirdly, one of coiiiimin a.stiault. li 
was proved by an overwhelming in.iss nf 
evidence that the prisoner atruck the 
blow wliich felled the dead man tu the 
jjrouiid, that whatever ulso ho may have 
done ho continued tu beat him savagely 
until compelled tu desist; that the deceaK- 
ed waa immediately tiikoii home and 
placed on his bed, aiul expired tliree il iy-'* 
afterwards. 'I'lie.ie facta bum;,' inc'iu 
tuatably established it only remaininl fur 
the judge to deline the circumsliinces llmt 
constituted manslaughter, and this ho did 
most exhiiuatively in such a uoueise ami 
iiitolligible manner that the densest ami 
most obtuse human being eoulil not fail t" 
gru.sp the di.Hlincticm.s belwi-LMi iiiari- 
slaiigliter and iiii-iaiU eiil ore. The jiM}- 
were clearly instructed ih.it ii" 
matter what the intention of a prisoner 
might beprimarily, if Ilia action wa.t unlaw- 
ful, iiiul if the result of that action pruv- 
ed fatal to human life, then ho was india- 
putably guilty of inaii.ihiughter.ain.l it wan 
their duty to bring in a vmlii t t > that 
eQ'ecl. That the jury viewed the cane m 
this light was evident by their .'iliurtly 
Stating that deeeaaed came trj his ileath 
indirectly by a blow from the pri.somu'. 
But by an oversiijlit the jury failed tu say 
— and on this the wliulu case re.sti'il - 
whutlior the action of the prisoner, in ad- 
luiniBtering that blow m- push, waa law 
ful or unlawful, accidi;nlal or otherwise, 
and retiring at the iii.staiiee of Ins lurib 
ship to iimund their vi-rdict by making it 
more explicit, imagiiiu thi.' surprise ol ilie 
court and spectators when the men wlin 
a nKJiiient before had [iraetically fnund a 
verdict of (/iM7'v,ret,iriieil into CMiirt wiih 
u vrnlict u.'.;iii/f,.;. 

Nu wonder that the judge wa;i astmuid- 
ed at such a Dndmg, wliicli was not mily 
discordant with the evidence but ci'iitra- 
venod their former verdict. Nt) wonder 
that criniinalH charged with si'rious criiiiea 
may feel certain of escajie, ^r thai their 
punishment is, at aiij' rate, a laatti'r nf 
uncertainty, dependent nn the uhiin.s 
and not the convictions of iwadvi- of iln n 
fellow men; and no wonder, also, that 
the matter, being of such vital iinijorl 
ance to the safety and welfare of the com- 
munity, has been made I ho subject of this 
article.

Latost Version of tho Incldouts of the

mail of the hlujoting of J.ame.s Carey by 
Patrick D'Unnnell, mi the Hleaiiier iSlef- 
roae, show that O'Uminell, when he dis- 
covered at Uape Town that Carey waa on 
board the Kinfauns Ca.stle, e.\claiiiied: 
"Had I known that ho was un liunrd, 1 
would havo swung for him." U'Doiiiiell 
became aware of Carey's presence thrmigh 
a paragraph wliieh was piibliahed in the 
Cape Town papers, lie imiiiediutulj' eom 
iiieiiced drinking, and while in a sahniii 
in that city was heard to demumce Carey, 
Intent on killing Gaiey, he t.aik passage 
by steamer Melrose Custle for Port Eliza- 
beth. The shooting was done in the fore 
cabin, O'Uoniiell waiting fur such an oii 
porlunity as would [ireseiit no [lossibility 
of interference or failiirt!. The lirst two 
allots were tireil in quick succession, both 
penetrating Carey'.s hack; he stagnered 
and partly turned, and the third and last 
shot struck him in the throat, when he 
fell. The blood from the wound in his 
throat spurted in a |)ow"rful but jerky 
.stream and eovuied the walks .and furni- 
ture in a most hornldc manner. .Mrs 
Carey, with a scream, jumpetl at O'lJon 
iiell and clasped his arms in an attempt 
to prevent him from tiring again. tl'Don 
nell pushed her gently away andaaid. 
•'Shako hands, Mrs. Carey, I didn't do 
it." lie then ipnetly sat down and re 
mainetl perfectly .still until the oHleers of 
the vessel jjlaced him m irnn.s, Carey 
was (piickl}' lifti'd from thetiuorand placeil 
on the cabin table, where in a few minutes 
he died, without uttering a word. The 
correspondent of tho Daily News at Cape 
Town telegraphs that O'Donnell, the iiiur- 
cierer of James Carey, will he tried in 
I'higlaiid and will be sent home immedi- 
ately.
